Pennsy Employees Busy 
On 1200 War Gardens 


1000 Acres of Right of Way Under 


Cultivation and Producing 


Nearly 1200 "war gardens" arc 


being cultivated, this summer, on va- 
cant land of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and its lines east of Pittsburgh, 
by employes, for the 
use of them- 


selves and their families. 
The value 


of the crops raised will probably ex- 
ceed a quarter of a million dollars. 


Altogether more than 1000 acres 


have been' planted, and are now pro- 
ducing crops of potatoes^ peas, beans, 
tomatoes, corn and various other gar- 
den vegetables. 
The average size of 


each plot of railroad land, tilled by 
a-n employe, falls 
just short of an 


acre. 


Special arrangements were made 


this spring, by the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, to induce employes to take up 
unoccupied land belonging to the com- 
panly, a plan was worked out where- 
by any employe could, without for- 
mality, obtain the use of as much land 
as he could properly cultivate, and 
upon a mere 
nominal rental. 
All 


that was necessary for an employe to 
do if he desired to raise a "war gar- 
den," was to apply to his superior of- 
ficer and sign a, simple form of lease. 
The land would then be placed at his 
disposal.

Pennsy Employees Busy 
On 1200 War Gardens 


1000 Acres of Right of Way Under 


Cultivation and Producing 


Nearly 1200 "war gardens" arc 


being cultivated, this summer, on va- 
cant land of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and its lines east of Pittsburgh, 
by employes, for the 
use of them- 


selves and their families. 
The value 


of the crops raised will probably ex- 
ceed a quarter of a million dollars. 


Altogether more than 1000 acres 


have been' planted, and are now pro- 
ducing crops of potatoes^ peas, beans, 
tomatoes, corn and various other gar- 
den vegetables. 
The average size of 


each plot of railroad land, tilled by 
a-n employe, falls 
just short of an 


acre. 


Special arrangements were made 


this spring, by the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, to induce employes to take up 
unoccupied land belonging to the com- 
panly, a plan was worked out where- 
by any employe could, without for- 
mality, obtain the use of as much land 
as he could properly cultivate, and 
upon a mere 
nominal rental.

that was necessary for an employe to 
do if he desired to raise a "war gar- 
den," was to apply to his superior of- 
ficer and sign a, simple form of lease. 
The land would then be placed at his 
disposal.
